SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Directors and Citizens of the Town of Orange: 
Teachers 

We have continued to plan of transporting the chil- 
dren so that we have Grades I to 4 at the Center and Grades 5 
to 8 at the Wilson School. This plan gives each teacher few- 
er grades and enables the teachers to do better work. 

We are very fortunate to have four good experienced 
teachers who are interested in the profession. 

The East Orange School has taken in the pupils of the 
Simpson School in the town of Washington. This addition 
makes a large school with most of the school tuition pupils 
at $90.00 a-.year. 


State Aid 
State aid for the year is $7,086.81 compared with $5,- 
022.84 last year. Under the new plan the Town receives state 


aid based on the number of pupils in average daily attend- 

ance regardless of the number of buildings used. This plan 

seems to encourage the closing of small one room schools.

High School Pupils 
‘There were 21 high school pupils enrolled in schools dur- 
ing the Fall term. Those were divided as follows: Spaulding 
19; Bradford 4; Groton 1. 
The tuition to Spaulding has been raised to $200. 
Improvements 


The Center and East Orange Schools have been painted 
on the outside. Playground equipment has been put up at 
East Orange. State aid was received on this. The community 
at Cutler Corner has bought a film strip projector. One half 
the cost of this was paid by state aid. 

Health 

The vision of the pupils has been tested and glasses have 
been secured for nearly all those having defects. 

The East Orange School has had the usual dental clinic 
financed by the community. Hot lunches are being served at 
the Ea:t Orange School with commodities and financial aid 
through the state. 

We are still very much.in need of the services of a part 
time nurse. 

Recommendations 

I. Salaries must be maintained at a high enough level 
to retain and secure good teachers. 

2. Qutside painting is needed at the Wilson and Cut- 
ler Corner Schools. 

Pemeltenieadebossibie, the services OL a part. time nurse 
should be secured. 

In conclusion I wish to thank parents, teachers and di- 
rectors for their cooperation with me and for their services 
to the schools.

In accordance with established custome, we are present- 
ing a summary of State assistance payments during 1949 to 
individuls applying from Orange. 

These payments are financed entirely from State and 
Federal sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which 
the town or city participates to the extent of 12% per cent 
and committeed children for whom the municipality reim- 
burses the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all programs 
reflects to a large degree the economic consequences of the 
devaluation of the American Dollar in terms of purchasing 
power and its effect on savings and investments. 


Approximately &o per cent of all welfare and assistance 
in Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has propor- 
tionately fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average

payments than the National average. Over 95 cents out of 
each public assistance dollar is piad to recipients and less 
than 5 cents is used for administration. No other State has 
a better record.
